Interesting Experiment With Sum. 
merfallow Substitute.

Charlie Cowell, who so far holds the 

record for wheat yield in the Western | 
Bow Valley with 62 bushels the | 
acre, conducted an interesting experi- 
ment this summer. On 6 1-3 acres he 
sowed four bushels of wheat tlis | 
spring and threshed 208. The wheat | 
was sown in rows, sowing three rows 

and missing four. This would make 

the acreage actually sown 2.7 acres, 
and that missed 3.6 acres, The aver- 
age yield for the 6 1-3 acres was 32.9 
bushels per acre, but based on the 
actual acreage sown would be 77 bush- 
els per acre. The grain was sowed 
May 9 and cut September 


to
